LAST WIGHT'S DESPATCHES. 

Eastorn States. 

Chicago, Fob. 11.— The President's re- 
ply to Grant contains tho eudorreraents 
of Seeretories Welles, Browning, MeCuI- 
loch, iSeward and Randall, of the allega- 
tions made by the President against 
Grant on the score of veracity. 

' Canada. 

Halifax, Feb. 10 — Tho House is en- 
gaged- in discussing tho repeal resolution 
Meetings continue to be held in various 
jparls of tho country. 

Europe. 

Liverpool, Feb._10.— The strike of tho 
cabmen has ended, and vehicles are ruu- 
ning as usual. 

London, Feb. 10.— The Marquis of 
Dazgelia, tho Italian Minister, has re- 
signed. He asks to be recalled immed- 
iately. 

Much excitement exists at Warwick in 
consequence of an anticipated rUtempt of 
tho Fenians to rescue Burke, couGned in 
Warwick Jail. 

Cons, Feb. 10. —Last night a equad of 
policemen patrolling the streets were at- 
tacked by a mob with stones and clubs. 
The policemen being outnumbered, fell 
back'. When they wero reinforced, the 
crowd had dispersed and none could be 
found. 

Berlin, Feb. 10. — A national customs 
conference will soon assemble hero. It is 
regarded not only as important to tho in- 
terests of commerce, but likely to advance 
the progress of German unity. The 
national party are assiduously lnying plans 
to givo a political character to the ap- 
proaching conference. 

China. 

London, Feb. 10.— Despatches from 
China annouueo that Minister Burlingamo 
hal departed for tho United States. 

An earthquake was felt at Shanghai 
and Ningapoo. No destruction of life or 
property was reported, but the shock 
caused great consternation. 

The Imperialists report another battle 
with tho Rebels. They claim that ' the 
Rebels were defeated in all theso encoun- 
ters. The Imperial armies are rapidly 
regaining tho lost ground.

United States. 

Little Rock, Feb. 11 -The Convention 
adopted a coaBiitution as a whole. It com- 
pels throo monihs 1 attendance at sohool an- 
nually, without distinction of color; en 
franchises the negro and disfranchises all 
who voto against tbe constitution. 

St. Paul, Feb. 11— The Housa.hai passed 
a bill leavng capital punishment for murder 
to tho discrotion of the jur y. 

South America. 

New York, Feb. 11— Advices Irom Nica- 
ragua announce the failure ol Webb's nogo- 
oiations for a now transit through that coun 
try. Webb demanded the exclusive use of 
tho transit. The terms ore to bo negotiated 
by tbe Government with Colonel Wood for 
a new railroad concision. 

Europe. 

London, Feb. 11— Sir Daniol Brewster, 
the oolebrated tavern, died last night. 



The British iron-clad Htmjules, said to be 
tbo largest in tho world, has been success- 
fully launched at the Chatham dockyard. 

Copenuaqkn, Pub. 11— It is said that 
negotiations between Denmark and Prussia 
to settle their differences have failed. 

Berlin, Peb. 11— Bismarck is Bick aod 
unable to avail himself of leave of absence. 
No change in the Cabinet is proposed. 

London, Fob 11— A deputation of Loyal 
Irishmen havo waited upon the Home Secre- 
tary and presented an address expressing 
their devotion to the Crown. It is reported 
that the Pope has declined to enter into nego- 
tiations (or an Austrian Concordat. Prussia 
has mado an advance for the close of diplo- 
matic relatioos with Rome. 

Cork, Peb 11— Tho police were again at- 
tacked on the street by a mob, who pelted 
them with stones. The polico charged bay- 
onets and o short bat desperate fight lollowod. 
Several of the rioters were bayonelted but 
none were killed. During Iho day an attempt 
was mado to seiaa ond lynch a well known 
informer but tho polioo prevented the out- 
rage. 

Dublin, Feb ii— The trial ol Lerron ter- 
minated in a verdict of murder, lelony and 
treason. 

Sullivan, editor of the Dublin Irishman. 
has been indicted lor publishing seditious 
libels. His trial will commence to-morrow. 

London, Feb 12— Arnericin papers con- 
teioing tbe Congressional proceedings in the 
matter of allegiance and citizenship have 
been received, Tho press hero generally com- 
ment favorably on the views expressed in 
Congress. Tbe speech of BaokB iH especially 
commended. 

Paris, Feb 12— La France insists that Bis- 
mark has asked permission to resign his 
portfolio. 

Bally, a French railroad contractor who 
has a contract in America, has been senteno-. 
ed to pay o heavy fioe for publishing slander- 
ous articles Brrninntthe Government.

Victoria, February 8tb, 18G8, 
EniTOR Bbitish Colonic : — At a public 
meeting held a few evenings back to discuss 
tho subject ol Confederation, but whioh ap. 
peared to resolve itself into a lecture by one 
speakor, listened to by the puolic with inoie 
or less patience for two hours, at this meet- 
ing Mr DeCosinos is reported to have said in 
tho enthusiasm of the nrjnieot tbut tho Do- 
minion of Cauada, now numbering '1,000,000 
in population, "had 750 000 fighting men, 
and could seud equipped into the Geld ''at a 
day's notico 100.000 men." Sir Archibald 
Alison in his modern history, writing twenty 
years ago, said that tha United States, then 
numbering about twenty millioda, in the event 
ol a declaration of wur oould not put 12,000 
men across the frontier, knowing that they 
bad no standing army. In the late civil war, 
by no means characterised by parsimony in 
men or treasure, after Ova monllis' of warniog 
the Northern States did not oomovnoo oper- 
ations with 100,000 men, though Mr Seward 
guaranteed only a 90 days' campaign. Franco, 
with a population of about 35 millions, is at

si.upe, at a day's or a week's notice, they can 
compare favorably with one of tbe greatest 
military powers. But I go tho length of 
deliberately questioning it 100,000 rifles to 
arm infantry could bo louad in the Cauadas, 
without speaking of weapons for the other 
arms of tho service. 

I trust I shall not offend the susceptibili- 
ties ol Canadians by stating further that Eng* 
find has been trying for years to pereuuda the 
Canadas to undertake the defence of their 
own country and has been met by sheer in- 
ability or disinclination on their part Cun« 
ada certainly raised a regiment — the lOO.b — 
and sent it to the Crimean war to assiat the 
mother oounlry, but every expense was borne 
by Iho latter. Tho volunteer system of the 
Canadas his beon proved to be weak and in- 
efficient. 

As an Englishman I can but look on tho 
Canadians as brethren and fellow subjects, 
and tberofore need hardly apologize for state- 
ments brought forward in tbe course of argu» 
rueDt. To proceed ; In his letter No. 3 Mr 
DeCosmos mentions as one condition of con- 
federation with tho Dominion the expendii 
lure annually by the latter in British Colum- 
bia of a sum, vuriously estimated according 
to revenue, of liom $214 000 to §289 000 1 
(the annual doBcit or lo.is by our conuectiou) 
without saying Inr how many years. 

Canada it is well known has a heavy public 
debt ol ber own, which is estimated for us at 
seventy-fivo millions of dollars, and as a 
matter of fact is too poor to do anytbing of 
the kind. By groat exertions , the Grand 
Trunk Railway was builr, the money being 
found in England, with an Imperial guaran- 
tee of 4 pur cent ,and doesnot now pay. I am 
not writing from Ibe book but from recollec- 
tion. Look at the dilatoriness in the matter 
of the Wellund Canal, which at a compara- 
tively insignificant coat would huvo placed 
the great g r ain oarrying trado of the West 
in tho band* of Canada, and compare this 
witb tho activity to secure it displayed or, tho 
other side of the frontier. And tbe Dominion 
is going to pay nut annually an amount whiuli 
may reaoh 3289,0001 for tbe honor ol fx- 
tendiog ber borders to the Puoiflo Ocean ; 
mid tbis besides tho prime outlay of $350 000 
— Mr DtCo-moa' estimate for tho ' Britisb 
(Jolumbu end' of a wagon road, and 8750,- 

000 which Mr Wuddington says will bu ne- 
cteeary (£150,000) to complete tbe rosd Irom 
the Rooky Mountains to Lake Superior. 

Now tbe bait held out to business men in 
British Columbia is a Reciprocity Treaty, if 
Canada has icfiaonce enough to secure for ds 
Reciprocity suroly Great Britain has that 
inllucnoo 1 I am weak enough to bolieve that 
our Governor, by representations in the pro- 
per quarter, oonld effeot this for us. Collat- 
erally ol course olber advantages would flo* 
from Conftd.aiion, ol which a cheaper form of 
Government would be one. Hut to esliinsie 
uekrehand tho saving would be, I think, diffi- 
cult ; also to state that our tariff would be 
reduced from 17 to 13 per cent, would be 
rulhcr hazardous. 

One thing is certain, after Confederation 
with.the Dominion the latter would draw all 
our revenue, now estimated by your corre- 
spondent • Victoria' at $500,000 or over, 
which would be paid into the general tress- 
nry. At a lower tariff this would bo less 
perhaps; at Increased taxation it mmht be 
more. In return for this wi are to have a 
Civil List of $305,000 and a subBidy (unex- 
plained) of $135 000. Total on ihe outside 
$440,000 (See latter No. 3. in whioh « can 
disregard the balance of ^45 000 — Mr De- 
Cosmos' figures for interest on wagon road and 
ropairH und ,or penitentiary, for after Confed- 
eration they would never be built.) Suppose 
even dollar for dollar rnurned, where is the 
advautage outside of Reciprocity. Of sourao 
we should be stronger as part and parcel of a 
pnwerlul Dominion than if left " out in the 
odd" by ourBelves. But for this we give up 
our liberty of single action and take our 
chance of increased taxation. 

Now, strumous it may appear after the 
foregoiug, 1 am in favor of Confederation ol 
ull the provinces and territories of Great 
Britain in North Am«rioa. I think it a 
grand idea and quite an Imperial question, 
all interest and ambition of the Dominion 
apart, that a road and a railroad should be 
formed ucross tho continent on British ground, 
(perhaps on soino such scheme as that ol the 
Financial Sc International Company, with 
which Mr. ti. Watkiris is identltkd.) Such 
a road is of Imperial importance and would 
be of great boneGt to Great Britain for rapid 
ooramuuicaiion with her Eastern possessi. ns, 
and would immensely benofit Vancouver Isl- 
and But 1 fear it is somewhat like that 
other grand idea broached at tho Exhibition 

01 1851 of a railway 6 000 miles long, with 
the object of more directly communicating 
beiwoen London and Calcutta (in six days.) 
Tbo transcontinental railway without British 
capital, 1 may sulely say, will never exist. 

In conclusion, Mr DeCoBmoa' seven condi- 
ditinns of Confederation may be good ; but 
the fourth condition, of building "a good 
wation road Irom Lake Supoiior to the bead 
of Frasor river navigation," we may at once 
dismiss as "the baseless lablio of a vision." 
For after Coufsdsration it would never be 
done ; and, in proof, I ask what would bo the 
penally rf non-cumpliance ? And to come 
before grown men and state that the Domini 
ion can put 100,000 men in tho field at only 
a week's notice ; or lhat tbey shall assume 
our debt of a million and a half of d dlar«, 
and within two years spend $350,000 and 
$750 000, and OL-ree to n deficit of incorao 
over expenditure annually, lor our behalf, of 
8289 000, for an i.idcQnite number of years, 
that our delegaies may travel to their Par* 
liamont, aro alike puerile and elaborate 
trifling. No, if iho advantages of Confeder- 
ation on r ur side aro aufficient to induce ns 
to join by sacrificing our single actioo, and 
on their side sufficiently great for Ihern to 
entertain any auoh ideas as the junior mem- 
ber lor Victoria basso connoien' im- ly set be- 
lorn us and them, let thorn (the Dominion) 
build first this wagon road an a proof of their 
Biuoerity, wo pledging ourselves to join ajter- 
wardi und not bafore. But give us no 
schoolboy bargain of handing Iho pocket 
money to a big play-fellow, on condition ol a 
rich plum cake at tho end ol the holidays. 
Let us soe our cake befoiu wo pay for it. 
Let the road be built as a tine qua non ol 
Confederation, and before tho latter be con- 
summated, negotiations,boing opened in as 
many words. 

To sum up, wo ore not asking to be bought 
by tho Dominion ; we are never, with our 
consent, going to bo annexed to tbe United 
States. A continental road is wanted for 
purposes of connection and defence. Let 
Canada use her iofluance and England dis- 
play her Imperial interest, the one by urging 
it, the other by oxjjoutlog the work, 
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But preserve us from rash and hasty 
legislation. Through the agitation of pro- 
fessed politicians we succeeded once in sep- 
arating the colonies of Vancsuver Island Bnd 
Britisb Columbia, the resalta or whioh we 
yet feel. We were enabled, In the eocond 
plare, through hasty legislation (nothing but 
$187 tolegrams would suffice) to aotiievo 
Uoion of .the Colonies. Turiff I do not. 
blame, for it was high time wo adopted 
some civilized meihod of raising a revenuo, 
namely by indirect taxation. Wo achieved a 
onion of ihe colonies, under tbe deplorable 
resulia of which wo now groin. Let us not 
a ihird lime rush at changes, and imagining 
Confederation to be a panacea for all our 
evils, adopt it without farther thought It 
is not by such conduct that England attained 
her greatness. 

To revert lor one moment to the meeiing 
at tbe Theotra — tho requiailira for the meet- 
ing was eigned by CI persons. Puur of the 
signers spoke to it ; where wero the 57, and 
what was the programme ? What was 
done at the meeting J A resolution with a 
long preamble in which 1 the hand of des- 
tiny' 'unerringly' 'pointed' to 'speed,' a resolu- 
tion was put and carried that "stepB should 
be taken to conclude negotiations wilb the 
Government of Canada (well knowing thnt as 
yot no steps bad been taken) with tbe obj-iot 
of the immediate admission of Ibis colony 
Into tbe Confederation on fair and equitable 
terms;" an essential condiiion beiug the 
completion of • wagon 'oad within two 
years, I suppose after Confederation. And 
a seoond resolution was to urge on the 
Governor the views of the meeting, which 
ve will say, admit of very considerable ex- 
planation. 

Is it to tbe conductors of such a meeting 
that we are going to entrust the leadership 
into Confederation? Whore wero the rest jf 
the public? What wero the views of the 
worthy chairman 1 Where were our ordin- 
ary speakurs on matters of public interest ? 
Where the Tolm ea, the Hclmokens, the 
Trimbles, the Burnabyp, tho Bishops, Iho 
Macdoualds, the PembertonB, the public 
magistrates, the landed proprietors, the mer- 
chants, all readily available, some members 
ol tbe Legislative Oouocil, all silent or ab- 
sent ; highly interested public! 

I trust tbe writer of the letters on Confed- 
eration will pardon mo for having bo freely 
criticized his scheme.

Office and Messrs. Fraser and Sproat, 
together with .'.'accompanying enolo- 
nuros, a diagnosis oi their physical 
condition should be made and for., 
warded to The Lancet pro bono publico 
In all that has been written and said 
on tho Bubjeot of the location of tho 
Seat of Government of this Colony — 
in Governor's messages, five»hour 
speeohos in tho Legislative Council, 
or tho thousand and one newspaper 
articles — nothing has jet apponred eo 
truthful, forcible or convincing as tho 
letter cf Captain Riohardu to Mr 
Fraser. Captain Richards is tho emin- 
ent hydrographer of the British Navy 
who passed many years in tho dis- 
charge of his duties in these water* 
Ho surveyed and marked out tho " in- 
tricate channel" of the Fraser through 
the sandhoads, and is therefore tho most 
competent person living to express an 
opinion on the subject of tho location 
of the Capital. That opinion tho blunt 
old sailor has not hesitated to give in 
a most emphatic and decided man- 
ner. Ho not only pronounces for Vic 
toria but furuithos bis roaaons for his 
proforenco. Ho sajs if a point on tbo 
Fraser was to be selected as the 
Capital, any place would have been 
preferable to New Westminster, which 
was a crotchet of Colonel Moody's 
on some (to me) unintelligible grounds 
of military defence!" Having thus 
■ummarily disposed of the " strate 
gical" claims of New Westminster, of 
which wo have heard a good deal re- 
cently, Captain Richards proceeds : 

" E?quimalt, two miles from Victoria, 
must alwajB be the headquarters of the navy 
Jt is the key of tbe whole Territory. , If i 
become occupied by ao enemy your entrance 
to British Colombia is lost." 
The other day we picked up a- copy 
of the subsidized Government organ of 
the Colony — we mean tbe British 
Columbian — in which the editor an- 
nounces that he favors <; tho tale of 
Vancouver Island to tbe Americans 
because it is of no use to the mainland of 
British Columbia." Captain Richards 
Bays, " if it (Etquimali) become occu 
pied by an enemy your (the Imperial 
Government's) entrance to British 
We should not bo 
the honorable, 
learned, experienced, modest, refined 
and gentlemanly editor of the « organ" 
reiterating in terms of oboico Billings- 
gate his opinion as to tho desirability 
of letting the Island slide into tbo 
arms of the Americans, because it is 
of " no use to tbe mainland •'' but his 
dictum will now fall echoless without 
the walls of his own offico. In tho 
next paragraph Captain Richardsauyn: 
"I never could understand building the 
wooden hovels dignified by the name o! 
capital filieeo milts within tbe entrance ol 
intricate river where only the smallest war 
ships cao enter. 1 can understand if British 
Colombia over bee mes peopled, that it 
might be desirable to have tbo capital in the 
interior connectable by railway from Canada, 
but many years must elapse. In tbe mean 
time by taking sway the prestige from Vic- 
Una you will benefit no ono but the few 
possessors of laod in the immediate neigh- 
borhood of the hovelB, and will keep the 
country back lor a goneraiion." 
It is genorally understood popu- 
lar belief at the ' Crotchet' haB always 
been that wore anything to happen to 
Now Westminster the Colony would 
hopelessly collapse; that tho hopos, 
aye, tbe existenco of the Colony cen- 
tered in that favored town, and should 
it fall into a stato of hopeless decay 
there would soon be no more British 
Columbia; that tho ' haw-wid' ag- 
gressive city of Yiotoria is wholly 
and solely dependent for its trade and 
commerce to its oloso proximity to 
New Westminster and its half-thcus- 
acd inhabitants; thai the miner who 
does not pass through tho Capital city 
on his way to tho diggings will find 
no gold ; or when he leaves the Colony 
and fails to deposit his dust for assay 
at tho Government office, or oxpend a 
few dollars within the town limits, will 
be drowned, shot or hanged before ho 
renohos bis journey's end. Has the 
render boen ever rudely awakonod 
trom tho fancies that besot him in the 
midst of a most delightful dream ? 
If 60 ho will rooal tho feeling of disap- 
pointment which orept o'er him when 
ho found "twas all a dream' and a 
half-finished ono at that. Wo can 
-well imagine the consternation of Now 
Westminster on awakening from tho 
dream of bliss it has so long indulged 
in and finding that instead of being a 
* Capital oity' with greatness looming 
np in the future, His only a collection 



of 'wooden hovols' dignified by the 
name of 'Capital/ that its harbor 
iaV intricate' admitting only tho 
' smallost war-ships' and rendering the 
defenco of tbe plaoo, in case of invasion 
by a hostilo force, utterly impractic- 
able ; that the presenoe of the 
.Seat of Government at New Westmin- 
ster 'will benefit no one but the few 
possessors of land in the immediate 
neighborhood of the hovel*, and will 
keep the country back for a generation. 
This blow would be a severe ono if 
dealt by a gentleman who knew littlo 
or nothing of tho locality of which ho 
wrote, or who, interested in town 
lots at Victoria, was consequently pre- 
judiced in its favor. But Captain 



of tho locality of which ho writes, pre 
parod tho bost charts of tho coast, and 
owns no town lots in thiB oity. His 
ovidonco, therefore, is valuable and 
unimpoaohabb. At Now Wes.minster 
garbled extracts from his "Sailing 
Directions" have boon frequently pub- 
lished to show tho high appreciation 
in which ho hold that plaoo and tho 
approaches thoroto. Ho has boon 
over and ovor again ondorood by an 
'eminent savant' and as one of the 
wisest and bost men in tho British 
Navy. Wo aro ouriou9 now to know 
tbo opinion that will bo oxprossod of 
the gallant Captain's acquiromonts 
after his pungent and truthful lottor 
shall have reaohed tho "Capital." In 
tho two last paragraphs of his letter, 
Captain Richards depreoatea tho abo- 
lition of Fro.0 Trade, and says that 
had it beon maintaiuod Viotoria would 
have "grown and kopt up Now West- 
minster's head as well." As things 
aro now, ho fears tho "towns will 
both sink." Thoroughly impressed 
with the importance of Vanoouvor 
Island to tho Empire, and wishing 
similarly to impross the mind of tho 
Colonial Minister, Captain Richards 
concludes by saying that unlets it bo 
the intention of Groat Britain to part 
with Canada, ho would regard tho 
" loss ol Vancouver Island as a diro 
calamity for tho nation." Aftor the 
publication of this letter we expect 
tho vials of wrath of tho "public" at 
tho '' Crotchet'' will bo uncorked. But 
the gallant captain has shown 
that he can wield tbe 1 mightier' weapon 
quite as well as be can the sword ; and that 
should he be attacked with either he is quite 
competent to place his enemies hors de com~ 
bat at very ehort notice. So our friends had 
better recork tboir ' vials' or expend the con- 
tents upon a lees worthy objeot. To demon- 
strate tho fair and honorable course that has 
characterized the exertions of those good 
friends ol the CoIodj — Messrs. Frafer and 
Sproat— it ia only necessary to refer to that 
portioD of the correspondonoo which treats of 
iho grout/ding of the Malacca on the Sand- 
heads in June last. Mr. Fra'er, in the letter 
given yesterday, stated that the Malacca re- 
mained agronnd all night. But when tho 
files of tho Colonist, coDlaiuios; a reliable 
account of the disaster, reached London, it 
was ascertained that the vessel was helped ofl 
before nightfall by tbe H. B. Co'a steamer 
Enterprise, and that she 'anchored' 
overnight in tho channel and came 
oo to Esquimau the following morning 
A note was at ones sent to the Colonial 
Office explaining lha mistake, and enoloaing 
a copy of the newspaper account of the die- 
aster. This action, in the faoo of tho tissue 
of faleshoods and libels lhat have issued from 
the New Westminster press since the agita- 
tioD of this question commenced, rtfleots all 
Iho more honor on the Committee. It is to 
bo regretted that the well-meant offer of 
Mr Frauer to furnish the Colonial Oifiee with 
full information was not accepted; but tbe 
note of Mr Sproat, reminding the Duke of 
Buckingham that persons interested in the 
Colony were charged with being 'apathetic 
and dilatory 'in not furnishing information to 
the Colonial OUico when tho proposition to 
unite tho Colunies was beforo Iho Irnporial 
Government, was well-timed and may still 
have a good effect. The Capital question re- 
mains' in statu quo. The resolution ol the 
Council requesting liis Excellency to con- 
vene the next session of tbo Legislative at 
Victoria, was passod in April last ; yet so 
ate as August 13, the Colonial Offico was 
still awaiting "a report on the subject from 
the Governor." We regret this delay 
deeply. The interests of both towns demand 
that the question should bo finally settled ns 
speedily us possible, the public mind placed 
Mfle and the citizens of the "Crotchet" 
brought to see that t h - i r true interests lie not 
n hanging on to tho coat-tails of a lew 
officials, or in picking up the crumbs that 
all from the gubernatorial dinner-table, tjuj 
n turn'ng tiieir qnergins lo u«c ul uoconnt for 
developing the resources with which naturo 
has so blessed iho oountry. Until thoy ure 
brought to a realizing son^o ol the duty they 
owe themselves and the Colony io this re- 
spect, we tear the wail of distress will continue 
to resonnd through the " hovels," and the 
population of the unshapely placo undergo 
still lurtber depletion.

their isolated condition; and . whereas, this 
measure is of the utmost importance' to os, 
particularly on thiB Western coast in time 
ol war, as it will translor to us ports that, in 
tho possession of our enemies, might ruio or 
greatly damage us; and further, it is to us of 
incalculable value in time ot peace, giving to 
us the whole sweep ol tho ocean from Cape 
St. Lucas, to Behring'a Straits, opening up 
at tnn same time an uninterrupted land route 
for a railroad running north, and intersecting 
railroads, with short water carriages, if uoy 
at all, trom Asia, Europe and tho whole 
oUihzed world; therefore, be it 

Resolved, by the Assombly, tho Senate 
concurring, that our Senators and Represen- 
tatives in Congress assembled be und they 
are horeby instiuoted to urge upon Congress 
the necessity of annexing to our domain 
British Columbia. 

Tub Inter-Colonial Railway. — The Ot- 
tawa correspondent of tha Toronto Leader, 
writing under data 20th, writes the following: 

I am informed that Mr Bolton, of New 
Brunswick, is preparing to make a proposi- 
tion to the Goverumeul which is deserving 
of attention. He is authorized by certain 
responsible parlies in tho Maritime Provinces 
to oiler to build and run a railroad along the 
frontier route for a tionus of 85,000,000, all 
the work to be forfeited at any time it the 
parties fail properly to construct it, and 
keep it running iu s manner satisfactory to 
the Government. These parties say that a 
road along the frontier route can bo easily 
constructed and oilers commercial advan- 
tages which cone of the other routes possess, 
so that with a comparatively small subsidy, 
a priiate company will find no difficulty con- 
structing it. 01 eonrso this, and every other 
proposition that may he made, will receive 
tha careful consideration of the Government 
beforo tho wholo matter is finally deter- 
mined.
